sis | STEAMER EDAMSINKS. | 


‘STRUCK BY 4 Nan IN 
IHE ENGLISH CHANNEL, 


Sea Calm, No Panic Ensues, and Au on 
Board Saved—Capt. Brunsma the Last to 
Leave His Ship=-Taken to Fiy mouth 
and Hospitably Treated by the In- 
habitants- Vestel Sinks Forty Minutes 
After the Collision—No Cabin Passen- 
gers Aboard, : 

Plymouth, Eng., Sept. 18 — The trawler 
Vulture was on the fishing grounds fifteen 
miles from the Hddystone lighthouse last 
night. The night had been clear until just 
before 1 o’clock, when a thick fog came up. 

At that time, those on the Vulture heard a 
a@reat blowing of whistles, followed by a 
terrific crash. The Vulture proceeded im- 
mediately to the spot from which the sounds 
issued, and found the steamship Edam of 
the Netherlands-American line had been 
struck amidships by the steamer Turkestan 
and was rapidly filling. 

Capt. Brunsma of the Edam asked the 
Vulture to stand by. The ship’s boats were

quickly lowered and the passengers helped 
into them without accident. 

The passengers were greatly alarmed, 
but there was no panic among them. All 
of them rushed on deck without having 
taken time to dress. The women and chil- 
dren were first embarked. The sea was 
perfectly smooth. 

The steamer Turkestan, which did not 
appear to have sustained serious injury by 
the collision, stood by until danger was 
past and then proceeded in the direction of 
Cardiff. Forty minutes after being struck 
the Edam went down. 

The Edam was struck on the port side. 
Capt. Brunsma was on the bridge at the 
time. He had heard the Turkestan whistle 
and had replied several times. hen at last 
the vessel loomed up in the fog it was too 
late to avoid a collision, but the Captain im- 
mediately signaled to reverse engines and 
ordered everybody on deck. He ordered pas- 
sengers, officers, and crew to divide into 
four parties, one for each of the boats. 

In the meantime boats from the Turkestan 
had arrived and Capt. Drew of the Vulture 
brought his trawler alongside the fast sink- 
ing Edam. 


Heard Whistling and a Crash. 


Capt. Drew said he had just reached the 
fishing ground, about fifteen miles north- 
west of the Eddystone lighthouse, when the 
fog came up. Hearing the whistling and, 
later the crash of the collision he bore im 
mediately toward the noise, The night was 
so dark he was unable to see how large the 
vessels were or where the Turkestan struck 
the Edam. He did not think the Turkestan 
Was much damaged, but he learned that her 
stem was somewhat injured. 

When the fog bank came up the speed of 
the Edam had been reduced, Seeing that 
the Turkestan was approaching, the crew 
of the Edam shouted to attract attention 
on the other boat. Capt. Brunsma says 
the Turkestan ran into the Edam. Being 
pressed for further particulars, Capt. Bruns- 
ma said that he and the second officer were 
on the bridge at the time of the disaster.“ 
He did the best he could to avert the col- 
lision. He would say nothing more, how- 
ever, giving as his reasons that he had not 
the ship’s log and that he desired to consult 
his lawyer. 

Michacl Vintges, steward of the Edam, is 
one of the few of the survivors who speaks 
English. He said: “I was waked up by the. 
steam whistles. There was a sudden crash 
which shook the vessel from stem to stern. 
I got upon deck just in time to see a vessel 
sheering off into the fog. Capt. Brunsma 
was giving his orders calmly and the crew 
were obeying steadily. The passengers on 
our ship seemed to realize that everything 
practicable was being done to save their 
lives. 

„It was not apparent at first which steam: 
er was the most injured, but it was soon seen 
that the Edam was doomed.” 

Vintges also confirmed the details of the 
rescue, which have already been given in the 
Associated Press from other sources. He 
referred with enthusiasm to the kindness 
with which they had been treated at Ply- 
mouth. : 

Lud Kiiyl, a fireman on board the Edam, 
corroborated the story related by Michael 
Vintges, adding that Capt. Brunsma was 
the last person to leave the Edam. 

The ninety-three passengers were all emi- 
grants of the poorest class, and few of them 
could speak English. When they reached 
Plymouth the most fortunate of them were 
only half clad. They were soon provided 
with clothes: English yachtsmen in the 
port contributed money and local tradesmen 
gave generously. 


Comfortably Provided Sen 


All the male passengers have been com- 
fortably housed in the Sallors’ Home here, 
and the women and children’ have been 
placed elsewhere pending arrangements for 
carrying them to their destination. 

The shipwrecked passengers will leave for 
their homes tomorrow by way of London. 

The Dutch Consul here has done all in his 
power for the comfort of the passengers, 
who are mostly Austrains, Italians, and 
Dutch. The passengers numbered fifty and 
the crew forty-three. 

The steamer Turkestan was from London 
in ballast. 

The German steamer Stazsfurt, which ar- 
rived at Plymouth today from Hamburg, 
reports having passed a steamer eighteen 
miles southeast of the Eddystone lighthouse 
which had evidently been in a collision, as 
its bows were smashed and the stem was 
gone. Soon afterward the Stassfurt passed 
a large white boat partially submerged, only 
the bow being above water

GREAT REVIEW OF THE FRENCH ABMY 
Russian Generals Much in Evidence at we. 


: Unusual Evolutions. 
Mireccourt, Sept. 19.—Enormous crowds 


witnessed the great review today of the 


French army, which has been maneuvering 


f during the week in the Department of 4 


Vosges. The Russian General, Dragomiro 
has been with the troops throughout the 
maneuvers. Today Prince Lobanoff, Rus- 
sian Minister of Foreign Affairs, joined Gen. 
Dragomiroff. The presence of these two 
_representatives of Russia with the French 
army is regarded as having exceptional sig- 
nificance, and is taken as evidence of the 
Czar’s desire to emphasize the existence of 
an alliance between Russia and France on 
military ground. ‘Prince Lobanoff is the 
closest confidant of Czar Nicholas. 

At a banquet which was given Wednesday 
night Gen. Dragomiroff gave the following 
toast: 

To fraternity on the field of battle, to union in 
combat, and to the little French troops who 
sometimes move me to tears. 

At 8 o'clock today the troops were in posi- 
tion. The foreign officers arrived on horse- 
back, when the spectators broke out into 
enthusiastic shouts of Vive Russie.“ Soon 
afterwards M. Hanotaux, the French Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs, and Prince Lobanoff 
arrived in a landau, followed by Gen. Drago- 
miroff with Gen. Boisset on horseback. Their 
appearance was the signal for renewed 
shouts of “Vive Russie.” President Faure, 
accompanied by M. Ribot, Minister of War; 
M. Besnard, Minister of Marine; and numer- 
ous other officials, Senators, and Deputies, 
arrived and took up the positions assigned 
to them on the reviewing stand. President 
Faure then drove along the line. 

President Faure then proceeded to the of- 
ficial stand. Prince Nicolas of Greece occu- 
pied the seat at hisright. M. Hanotaux pre- 
sented Prince Lobanoff to the President of 
the republic. The march past was executed 
‘in brilliant style and evoked great en- 
tfusiasm. 

At luncheon President Faure made a 
Speech in which he said that he rejoiced to 
see around him such distinguished friends of 
France. France was pacific,.he said, and, 
confident in her power, would intrust her 
destiny with assurance to her sons. 

Among the guests at the luncheon wers 
Prince Nicolas of Greece, Prince Lobanoff, 
and Gen. Dragomiroff. President Faure 
proposed a toast to the Czar and the Russian 
imperial family. 

In the afternoon Président Faure pro- 
ceeded to Fontainbleau, and M. Hanotaux 
started for Contrexeville with Prince Lo- 
banoff, who spends three. weeks there, tak- 
ing the waters, and goes thence to Paris, 
where he will remain a week. 

London, Sept. 19.—The Times correspona- 
ent at Mirecourt, in a long dispatch today, 
points out the significance of the presence of 
Prince’ Lobanoff, the Russian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, and Gen. Dragomiroff at 
the French army maneuvers.

Joseph Martin Denies the Story of the 
Raise in Cook County. :

WOOD'S FRIENDS DO vor BELIEVE 
HE COMMIETED SUICIDE. 


Many Circumstances Lead to 8 
That the Young Man Has Filed from 
the City, Purposely Making Such Ar- 
rangements as Would Cause His Death 
to Seem Probable— Ticket to Canada Re- 
cently Purchased by His UncleeWood 
Shaved Off His Beard a Few Days Ago. 

The body of Ernest F. G. Wood may be at 


the bottom of Lake Michigan, but the friends 
of the missing man refuse to believe it. Every 


one acquainted with the young man and his 


affairs, business and social, inclines to the 
opinion that he is alive. The police take the 
same view of it, So far as opinions have 
been formed there is a presumption’ that the 
disappearance came about in accordance with 
a prearranged scheme. 

Investigation has not revealed a motive 
sufficient to make Wood end his life. He had 
overdrawn his account $344 in the 
sive Lodge of the Royal Arcanum, of which 
he was Treasurer. He owed for several 
weeks’ board. He is said to be somewhat in 
arrears with the Dry Goods Bulletin, of whieh 
journal he was editor, Offsetting these em-

Contradictory facts were apparent’ from 
the outset in the theory of suicide.

ARMOUR INSTITUTE BEGINS WORK,

The Armour Institute began its third year 
Its halls were fairly thronged 
with young people eager to avail themselves 
of the advantages offered by the school.

The eurriculum is divided inte a fresh- 
man, a sophomore, and a junior and a 
senior year, The institute therefore will 
have ite first junier class this year and its 
first senior class next year. The coming 
year will be one of marked advanee in every 
department on account of the extended and 
Improved equipment. In the steam engi- 
neering and mechanical engineering depart- 
ments arrangements have been made for 
work that has never before been performed 
in any Western technological college.

They Use This Means to Cover Up Their 
Steslings from the National Bank of 
lines A Forced Vacation Follewed 
by an Investigation, and the Theft Is, 
Hevealed- Amount Is Placed at $19,800 
Wilson Says Jones Took the Lion's 
Share~Both Are Model Young Men, ö 


By slipping $18,000 in cash between the 


wires of their cages in the National Bank 
of Illinois, and thus making the money do 
double duty in being counted as an asset of 
the bank, Paying Teller Benjamin B. Jones 
and Receiving Teller Joseph H. Wilson cov- 
ered up an embezzlement of that amount 
while an examination of the bank’s funds 
was being made, and deceived United States 
Bank Examiner John R. McKeon inte de- 
claring the assets intact. f 

The steal, which is now placed at 519,800, 
has since heen discovered by the bank ot 
ficials. Jones and Wilson have made con- 
fessions, and are at liberty under the sur- 
veillance of detectives pending an effort by 
their friends ta make good the bank's loss, 
Both of the men are under bonds of $5,000, 
the Fidelity and Casualty company of New 
York being surety for Jones and the Guar- 
antee company of North America for Wil; 
son. That no arrests have been made is 
due to the desire of the bank officials to 
deal leniently with the offenders on account 
ef their long connection with the bank and 
previous good service, and if the stolen 
money is repaid there will be no progecution, 

For seventeen years Benjamin B. Jones 
was connected with the National Bank of 
Illinois, entering its service as messenger 
and rising to the position of paying teller. 
Ro far as knewn Jones was honest in his 
handling af the bank's cash until two years 
ago, or less, when he began to help himself 
te money. For a time he worked the steal 
alone, but when it got to the point where 
discovery was probable he took the receiv- 
ing teller, Joseph H. Wilson, into the deal 
with him, and between them they continued 
ta rob the bank and escape detection. The 
denouement came Sept. 1, when Jones was 
away on his vacation. It is the practice of 
the National Bank of Illinois, in eommen 
with other banks, to have all of its employés 
take a twa weeks’ vacation every year 
whether they wish it or not in order that 
their accounts may be thoroughly exam 
ined as a check on dishonesty. 


While Jenes Is Awars, 

Janes had heen away a week when it was 
found his books were out of shape, and in- 
vestigation disclesed the further fact that 

19,800 of the bank's cash was missing. 

ones evidently did nat fear detection, for he 
returned from his vacation on time and ap- 
peared at the bank ready to resume his po 
sition. When charged with the embezzle- 
ment he admitted it, and asked for time in 
which to make the shortage good. In con- 
sideration of his long and previous good 
service this was granted and Jones is now at 
— but is clesely watched by detect- 
ves. 

It was at first thought Jones was alone in 
the jab, but his eenfession and an examina- 
tion af Receiving Teller Wilsen's accounts 
made it plain the latter was his accomplice. 
Wlisen had been in the service of the bank 
twelve years, and, like Jones, had won his 
way to the teller's desk by his werk. When 
charged with complicity in the steal Wilson 
made a clean breast of the whole affair and 
told a story which showed he had been made 
a dupe ef by Jenes, who, while using him as 
u partner in the robbery, did not divide the 
swag evenly. Of the $19,800 taken Jones 
got fully $15,000, while Wilson got less than 
$5,000. Wilson has friends who think they 
cun raise money enough to pay his share of 
the plunder, and they are being given a 
chance to do se, while the ex-recefving teller 
remains at large under watch. 

That Jones and Wilson had a thorough 
understanding and worked well together is 
shown by the shrewd and bold manner in 
which they deceived Bank Hxaminer Me- 
Keon, 

Money Is Gone Then, 

Nearly $18,000 af the money had been 
stolen at the time MeKeon made his last 
examination of the bank, but he reported 
the cash intact and everything in con- 
dition. It has since been ascertained that 
the day MeKeon went into Jones’ « to 
eount the ying teller's funds and echetk 


up his books Wilsen slipped a bundle of 


money through the wires to Jones behind 
McKeon's back, This was credited as part 
of the paying ‘teller's funds, and it made 
his aceounts good. When McKeon. left 
Jones“ cage and went inte that of Ison 
this money was slipped back to the latter, 
with enough more to square his books, and 
again the examiner was fooled. It was by 
this shifting of cash and by other simple 
tricks known te every bank expert the of- 
fenders were enabled to conceal the short- 
age until Jones’ accounts were proved up 
during his vacation. His faith in Wilson‘s 
ability to cover up the steal alone during 
his absence must have been strong, for he 
boldly came hack ready to resume his duties 
as paying teller and expressed surprige 
when told the embezzlement had been dis- 
covered. No explanation is offered of the 
fact that Wilson got only $5,000, while Jones 
secured 513,000 except that the latter began 
his stealings first and had made good head- 
way with the robbery before it became nec- 
essary te take Wilson into it. 

What was done with the stolen money is 
not known, unless it was used in living ex- 
penses. Jones got a et Ae $2,000 a year 
and Wilsen was paid $1,500. Neither of 
them had any extravagant habits, and were 
not given to sports in any way. Both of 
them are married, and haye lived in a fairly 
good but not expensive manner. The bank 
officials are of the belief that most of the 
money Was taken in small lots by Jones and 

Uson as needed for their Ped pany uses, 
and it is the modestx of the offenders in only 
stealing a paltry $19,000, when they had hua- 
dreds of thousands of dollars within reach, 
that makes Viee-President Hammond and 
his associates disinclined to prosecute them 
provided the money is repaid. | 


Mr. Hanimend’s Statement. 

When Mr. Hammond was asked about the 
affair yesterday morning he handed out the 
following type-written statement: 

For the first time in the history of the National 
Bank of Illinois, a period of more than twenty four 
years, irregularities have been discevered in the 
accounts of two of its employés, one a receivin 
teller and the other a paying teller. They were bot 
trusted emplayés, the ane ving been with the 
hank seventeen y and the ether twelve, The 
officers made tha discovery a few days ago when 
one of the employés was away dn his vacation, 
and upen thorough investigation a shortage of 
$19,800 was.found, This is the exact amount. 

The bank has been so exceedingly fortunate in 
its experience with its employés that its officers 
and directors feel deeply disappointed and grieve, 
at this, their first experience of this kind. They 
think they ewe their good fortune to the system 
which has always prevailed in this bank, which 
has been to run the bank strictly on civil serv 
principles. There has never been any favoritism 
in the selection of its employés. Ne ‘'patron- 
age has been pensed by any officer, direetor, 
or stockholder. two men came in at the 
bottom and worked their way up by merit. For 
this reason they were implicitly trusted, especially 
as they always appeared to he of goad habits 
and were in receipt of good salaries. |

A. J. PIOKERELL SAYS MONEY WAS 
OFFERED TO KILL A BILL. 


Representative Declares a Man Offered to 
Give Him $300 to Lay Down” on His 
Express Bill = Afterward Raised the 
Amount to a Thousand=—Gives the Name 
of the Man to the Springfield Jury 
The Peoria End of the Case Northwest 


Noe. 5 

Springfield, III., Sept. 19.—{Special.}]—Rep- 
resentative A. J. Pickerell was before the 
Sangamon County grand jury for some time 
today. He was summoned to tell what he 
knew about the use of money in the Legis- 
lature. 4 

Like most of the other witnesses, he had 
no personal knowledge that money had been 
improperly used, though he knew that bri- 
bery had been attempted. Most of his testi- 
mony related to the ups and downs of his 
somewhat celebrated express bill. 

This was a bill placing express companies 


under the control of the Railroad and Ware- | 


house Commission, with authority to fix 
maximum charges. The bill passed the 
House, but got tied up in the Senate. 

In that body it was sent to the Committee 
on Public Grounds and Buildings. After it 
had remained there for several weeks Mr. 
Pickerell became uneasy and attempted to 
get the bill reported out. 

It was at this juncture, Mr. Pickerell told 
the grand jury, that a Senator came to him 
and said: Tour bill is dead. You can’t get 
it through the Senate, and you might as well 
make what you can out of it.” 

Mr. Pickerell gave the jury the name of 
this Senator, but added he thought the latter 
was merely giving him what he regarded as 
a little friendly advice. Mr. Pickerell re- 
fused’ to speak the Senator’s name outside 
the jury-room. 

“After that,“ said Mr. Pickerell, “a man 
came to me and offered me $300 if I would 
lay down on my express bill. I replied: My 
dear sir, I am no $300 man.’ I made this re- 
ply for the sole purpose of drawing him out. 
1 wanted to see how high a price he would 
name. The man then said: 


Raised His Bid. 


„How would $1,000.do?’ I replied evasive- 
ly: ‘I will see you again.’ 

“There the interview ended.” 

The name of this man Mr. Pickerell gave 
to the grand jury, bat declined to make it 
public. 

George M. Lecrone, a Democratic member 
of the House from Effingham County and 
now Secretary of the State Board of Live 
Stock Commissioners, was with the jury for 
some time this morning. 

His connection with the State administra- 
tion put some color to the rumor that he came 
as the representative of Gov. Altgeld. How- 
ever, it seems Mr. Lecrone knows a thing or 
two which may aid the jury in finding an in- 
dictment. 

Mr. Leerone was among the active anti- 
Crafts Democrats, and on that account was 
quite free to talk to the jury. 

He knew of two members who were offered 
$1.000 and $2,500 respectively for their votes 
in support of the Crawford railroad bills. 
One of them consulted him with reference to 
the matter and he advised him not to accept 
the tempting offer. Mr. Lecrone himself was 
nat approached. 

The members to whom he referred will be 
eunmmoned to tell their own story. It is ex- 
pected several other members will appear 
before the grand jury during the next two 
weeks. Among those for whom subpœnes 
have been issued are Representatives Wat- 
son uf Jefferson, Briscoe of Clark, and Spen- 
cer of White. 

These men are understood to have been 
offered money for their votes on the so-called 
‘“monovoly” bills. 

Tho «rand jury will take a recess tomorrow 
or next day until after the State fair, when 
the investigation will be resumed. 

Peoria, III., Sept. 19.—{Special.)—There is

CIVIC FEDERATION WILL LOOK 
AFTER COUNTY AFFAIRS. 


Provision Is Made for a Committee to Make 


a Special Investigation of Civil Service- 
It Will Also Make an Endeavor to In- 


duce the State to Take Charge of the In- 


sane InstitutionsDecision Is Made to 
Assume Charge of the Bureau of Chari- 
ticseAldermanic Campaign. 


Resolved, That a committee of five be ap- 
pointed by the President to make a special 
investigation into the work of the county 
civil service, keep an oversight of the coun- 
ty institutions, and to use such measures as 
it may deem best ‘to improve conditions at 
Dunning, or to induce the State to make 
provision for all the insane.“ 

This resolution, which was the conclusion 
of a report on the Dunning investigation. 
read by Mrs. Flower last night at the regular 
monthly meeting of the Central Council of 
the Civic Federation. at the Palmer House, 
was adopted unanimously and without de- 
bate.’ President Baker did not make the ap- 
pointments nor say when he would do so. . 

The first item of business was a recommen- 
dation from the Executive committee, 
through President Baker, that the council 
adopt the following resolution: 

Resolved, That we recommend that the Civic 
Federation offer to take charge of the Bureau of 
Charities, the same to be placed under the direc- 
tion of the Philanthropic committee, to be sub- 
ject to such limitations as to expense, etc., as may 
be authorised by the Executive committee. 

Considerable opposition to the project was 
developed, ex-Judge Collins and Mr. Mc- 
Grath leading off. They were replied to by 
Mrs. Flower, Lyman J. Gage, and others, 
and then the resolution was adopted with 
only one dissenting voice. 

Ex-Judge Collins made a brief verbal re- 
port from the Political committee, in which 
he said there was much important work to 
be done the coming year to secure the elec- 
tion of good Aldermen. The committee had 
— arrangements for a conference to this 


As to Street Cleaning. 

W. A. Giles, from the Municipal commit- 
tee, reported that the street cleaning under 
Chairman Selfridge has been an entire suc: 
cess and that it would take $3,000 more to 


. defray the expenses, all of which, however, 


was in sight. He also recited from a report 
of Mrs. Paul on garbage. There had been 
“32 complaints, which had been handed over 
to the city authorities and attended to. 
Chere were many infractions of the ordi- 
nances in the Tenth, Twelfth, Fifteenth, 
Thirty-second, and Thirty-third Wards, 
which would be attended to. The city would 
make tests of three different furnaces for the 
incineration of garbage. 

Dr. H. M. Thomas read for Dr. Sarah 
Hackett Stevenson the report of the Com- 
mittee on Public alth. The report ad- 
vocated the creation of a brigade of inspect- 
ors out of the young physicians in the city 
to guard against typhoid-fever and diph- 
theria. The report said the city had spent 
millions to eject its sewage into its water 
supply and was now spending millions to 
get it out again. It utterly condemned the 
Flan of getting rid of sewage by drainage. 

The next business was the report of Mrs. 
Flower on the Dunning investigation. The 
report said the investigation was né inves 
tigation at all. It was true everything in 
the county institution was pretty nearly 
as bad as it could be. But it could not be 
shown that any person was to blame for it. 
The blame all rested.on the spoils system. 
The Ceunty Board had divided the patron- 
age into fifteen equal parts and given eacb 
Commissioner one part by lot. Not a word 
was said about honesty or fitness. That 
was all there was of it. The state of things 
was equally bad whether the Republicans or 
the Democrats were in power. In fourteen 
years there had never been a superintendent 
of the institution appointed who had any ex- 
perience.

Laying before all leading organizations a 
statement of the alarming prevalence of the 
street evil in Chicago.

part by the fact that deposits have been de- 
“lining steadily for thirty days and are now 
materially below the average. About all the 
banks doing mercantile business quote g; per 
cent as the rate on commercial] loans. Some 
call loahs and loans of a special character 
are made at 5% per cent, but that rate is ab- 
solutely the minimum, and 6 per cent rules 
for nearly all transactions, At the trust 
companies and the branches of foreign banks 
where loans are only made on first collatefal 
lower rates are of course to be found. But 
the tendency towards firmness is quite as 
pronounced with the trust companies as it 
is with the national banks. The trust com- 
panies are now about loaned up to the limit, 
he call for loans from the country has been 
large. Country bankers almost invariably

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


The twenty-sixth annual meeting of the Fire 
Underwriters’ Association of the Northwest, 
which is to be held in Chicago Sept. 25 and 26, 
promises to be the most interesting one ever held. 
The program of addresses includes papers by 
many men who are prominent in the insurance 
business. Insurance Commissioner Fricke of Wis- 
consin is to discuss the subject of needed revision 
of insurance laws. This is expected to be a paper 
of considerable importance. Mr. 
gaged at the present time in preparing a report on 
needed revisions in Wisconsin, having been named 
as a Chairman of a commission of three to carry 
on this work. The commission has gone at the 
work in hand in a manner which promises to pro- 
duce a good report. Letters have been written to 
the Insurance Commissioners of all the States 
having such officers requesting a copy of the 
statutes concerning insurance, and it has also 
written to the Ministers to European countries 
asking for the laws. which are in force there. 
From these replies there will be culled such infor- 
mation as is deemed applicable to that State, and 
when the report is completed it is expected the re- 
| sult will be entirely satisfactory to all interested. 

The question of the revision of State laws is an 
important one and one in which underwriters are 
at present taking a deep interest. In nearly every 
State in the Union laws have been enacted for the 
regulation of insurance of the various classes. 
Some of this has been wise, and still other has 
been of a character which has proved exceedingly 
harmful to either the companies or the assured. 
Insurance officials do not object to laws for the 
proper regulation of the business. In fact, they 
desire the passage of such laws for the reason that 
it will serve to keep out of the State ‘‘wildcat’’ 
companies and the various other companies which 
do a great deal of harm to reputable corporations. 
It is the desire of insurance men to prepare a code 
of laws such as will suit the views of legislators 
in . — parts the country and attempt to get 

them passed generally, thus doing away with the 
present condition of affairs. As it is now, a com-

LIEUT. STEVENS AND THE BATTLE 
OF CHICKAMAUGA. 


Great Results of the Hard-Fought Eu- 
gagement at Farmington- Brave Part 
Taken by the Chicago Battery-Lieut. 
Sylvanus H. Stevens, Who Was There, 
Describes How Gen. Wheeler's Cavairy 
Was Put to e Saved 


by the Battle. 


Chicago Evening Post: Sylvanus H. 
Stevens, who participated in the battle of 
Chickamauga as junior First Lieutenant of 
the .Chicago Board of Trade Battery, tells 
the following interesting story of the battle 
ot Farmington, Tenn., fought for the relief 
of besieged Chattanooga, and how the Fed- 
eral victory checkmated Gen. Brags's in- 
genious and well-laid plan to secure the un- 
conditional surrender of the Army of the 
Cumberland: 

„The Army of the Cumberland,” says 
Lieut. Stevens, “‘retired from the ensan- 
guined field of Chickamauga to the strateg- 
ic key of the Confederacy—Chattanooga— 
on Sept. 21 and 22, 1863. The enemy at once 
placed it in a state of siege. Maj.-Gen. 
Bragg called a council of war, which de- 
cided to make the investment complete and 
reduce the enemy by starvation. The pre- 
ponderance of well-mounted cavalry domi- 
nated the decision of the Confederates. 

“The plan of the rebel campaign was to 
move the cavalry to the north side of the 
great bend of the Tennessee in three col- 
umns, the main one at a ford above and the 
other two at fords below Chattanodga. 
Thence each would move at nearly thesame 
time on convergent lines of about equal 
length, focused on Fortress Rosecrans at 
Murfreesboro, the Union base of supplies. 
Its capture would complete the investment 
of Chattanooga, secure a line of circumvai- 
lation which would blot out the last hope of 
the besieged, and give the enemy all the 
neccessary munitions of war. 

“On Oct. 1, 1868, Maj.-Gen. Joseph Wheel- 
er, at the head of 6,000 Confederate cavalry 
and a train of artillery, forded the Tennes- 
see River forty miles above Chattanooga 
and moved across Waldron’s Ridge in the 
direction of Murfreesboro. On the next day 
the Second Division of Union cavalry, Wild- 
er’s brigade of mounted infantry, and three 
pieces of the Chicago Board of Trade Bat- 
tery, all under the command of Brig.-Gen. 
George Crook, took up the pursuit and as- 
saulted the rebel rear vigorously. The pur- 
sued were about two to one of the pursuers. 


On the 5th the Confederate advance opened 


on the outlying block houses in the vicinity 
of Murfreesboro and was met with deter- 
mined resistance. The Second Division 
charged on their rear, for the purposé of 
giving notice to the fort of the proximity 
of reinforcements and to cover a flank move- 
ment to be made to unite with the force 
within the fortress. 

“The reinforcing of Fortress Rosecrans 
and the non-arrival of his supporting col- 
umns placed Gen. Wheeler on the defensive. 
To concentrate his forces he retired on the 
prearranged lines of advance of his co- 
operative columns. On the 7th Gen. Wheel- 
er passed through Shelbyville, hotly pur- 
sued by Gen. Crook. Late in the afternoon, 
being forced to give battle, he selected a 
strong position at Farmington. His caval- 
ry dismounted and faced to the rear behind 
the buildings 6f the town and barricades 
placed at right angles with a narrow road 
which came down a gentle slope through a 
dense cedar thicket of some 300 yards in 
breadth. His artillery, consisting of two 
twelve-pound howitzers and a three-inch 
rifled gun, took an advanced position com- 
manding the road through the cedars, and 
by an eas change could enfilade any line 
emerging from the cedars on the rebel 
front. The master stroke in choice of posi- 
tion was that the Union artillery was man- 
euvered out of the fight, while the rebel 
howitzers could be utilized to their utmost 
capacity. 

“As the road entered the cedars from a 
level, no cannon could be brought to bear on 
the enemy without an advance down the de- 
file, which was swept by the rebel how- 
itzers. Gen. Crook ordered a brigade of 
cavalry and the brigade of mounted infantry 
--both dismounted—to form in line on the 
right and left of the road respectively. 
When the order to advance came all mili- 
tary formation was of necessity abandoned, 
each soldier breasting his way toward the 
enemy as best he could. When they emerged 
from the cedars on the enemy’s front the 
firing was terrific. The rebel artillery 
changed front and enfiladed their lines on 
the Pight and left, checking the Union ad- 
vance, but uncovering the vital point.. The 
supreme moment had come. By hand, for- 
ward, down the road fifty yards was wheeled 
to the one position possible one gun of the. 
Chicago Board of Trade Battery. At a less 
distance than that percussion shells crashed 
pointblank through the flank of the rebel 
battery. With the coolness of parade the 
three rebel pieces were wheeled back to their 
original position and plowed the defile with 
renewed fury. A three-inch shell exploded 
beneath the Union gun’s trail. Every ar- 
tilleryman was swept from his position, and 
all were wounded, some severely. The next 
shot crushed ina wheel, and the gun was dis- 
abled. Willing hands amid that hell of fire 
rolled in the second gun, It opened. It was 
a contest where cannons were used as pis- 
tols. A rebel ammunition chest exploded. 
The dead and dying lay thick upon the 
ground. The Union forces on either flank 
charged, and the enemy was put to rout. 
All the rebel guns were captured and by the 
commanding General turned over to the 
artillery as trophies. 

The pursuit was continued until Gen. 
Wheeler’s force crossed the Tennessee at 
Courtland, just as Gen. 8. D. Lee’s column 
was about to cross en route to Murfrees- 
boro. The third column, under Gen. Roddy, 
pressing on to the same destination, crossed 
the Tennessee at Bellefonte the day before, 
and was encountered by Gen. Crook’s com- 
mand and driven back across the river. 
Thus was brought to naught the great stra- 
tegic conception of Gen. Bragg, the execu- 
tion of which would have secured the un- 
conditional surrender of the Army of the 
Cumberland, with results too vast for com- 
prehension.”’
